MRS. GENERaL GAINES 


How a Brave Woman Has Apent Her 
Life im Fight:ng for Justice.

Mra. Gaines, tLe piucky iittie ciaim- 
ant ot a large slice of valuable ground 
in the heart of the city of New Orleans, 
is one of the notable personages of the 
congressional season in this city, 
and may be seen almost any fair dav 
flitting along the hallways of Willard’s 
hotel, with the elastic step of a girl of 
sixteen. For nearly a half century, 
this indefatigable lady has been before 
the public us a litigant, aud her ex- 
tended experience in courts and among 
lawyers, as well as all the prominent 
men of the day since the administra- 
tion of Andrew Jackson, bas enriched 
her mind with a fund of information in 
the way of personal reminiscences, in- 
cidents and anecdotes of the ‘career of 
men who have long since passed away. 
She was on terms of friendship with 
Clay, Webster, Calhoun and Benton, 
and mingled in the old time society of 
Washington City. 

She has been fighting this “moral 
battle,” as she calls it, for forty-four 
years, and now, on the ascending-ecale

She is perfectly at home in politics, 
law and religion, and believes that 
Gen. Bristow is the coming tenant of 
the white house. 

Mrs. Gaines has a short, delicate fig- 
ure, which is always arrayed in a neat 
fitting black silk walking dress. A 
jaunty hat with white waving plume 
usually adorns her well shaped head, 
which is crowned with a wealth of au- 
burn hair “orn in frizzes around in 
. front. Her features are small and del- 
icate, and her complexion retains a 
smoothness and freshness rarely found 
in advanced age. Her eyes are dark 
and lustrous, and twinkle with good 
humor in chatty conversation. She 
has a peculiar laugh, which when once 
heard, can never be forgotten.

SORGHUM 
Its Value to the Farmer—An Inter- 
esting Articie on the Subject. 

Epitrors Constitution :—It occurs to 
the writer that perhaps a moral or two 
on the culture and manufacture of su- 
gar and syrup would not be out of place 
in your widely circulating and popu- 
lar journal. To live at home and board 
at the same place, is what the people 
of “Dixie” ought to do in fact. 

We venture the assertion that no 
one artic'e of produce among those 
adapted to our section of the globe can 
accomplish more 1 this direction than 
the cultivation of Sorgo or sugar millet, 
and we are glad to see that many of 
our enterprising farmers are awake to 
th ir own interest in this respect. We 
now want to see, and expec! to see ey- 
ery farm in Georgia producing syrup 
and sugar in abundance for home use 
and some to spare. This is easily ac— 
complished, as land that will make 8 
to 10 bushels of corn per acre will vield 
30 to 50 gallons of syrup, and that land 
will make 40 bushels of corn, will pro- 
duce 150 to 200 gallons and the syrup 
as now madeon the improved evapo- 
rating system will readily sell at whole- 
sale from 50 to 624 cts., and at retai! 75 
cents per galon; moreoyer this cane 
grows luxuriantly on land too wet for 
most other crops. 

The cost of machinery for manufac- 
turing the juiceinto syrup and sugar, 
has to a great degree retarded the :le- 
velopment of this enterprise, but now 
that the manufacture of a new and 
greatly improved evaporator has com- 
menced in our own city, aud which can 
be bought for about half the cost of 
any beretofore made we may certainly 
look for rapid strides in the culture of 
this crop. It does notexhaust theland 
if properly managed. When ready to 
harvest strip off the blades, cut off the 
heads and let them drop back on the 
ground and after the juice is pressed 
from the cane, scatter tue latter back on 
land and the soil will be improved. 

A well to do farmer remarked to the 
writer that “Sorghum” was his cur- 
rency. He bought two bushels of corn 
with a gallon of syrup. He sold it 
readily at 75 cents per gallon. His hogs 
fattened on the skimmings, and. labor- 
ers first sought bisemploy as he had 
lots of “long sweetening.” Amongthe 
varieties in cultivation we notice, Li- 
berian, Bcom-uwa-a (Golden seeded,) 
Regular Sorgo, Oom Seeand, Neeazana. 
The two tirst named are imports trom 
the West eorst of and South Africa 
respectively, «i d seem tosucceed best 
in our section, ind of these two yarie- 
ties, we prefer the Liberian as i. 
seems to improve in qualitiy al. 
the time. All the ;$varietes of 
eave will mix with each other 
and with broom corn, doura corn 
&e., hence should not be grown on 
the same or adjoining farms when the 
object is to raise seed. In order to 
have good cane and a heavy yield it 
woulu be best to buy pure fresh seed 
every year, especially as an outlay of 
only a dollar or so will obtain sufficient 
seed for an acre. 

Light sandy svil is best for a good 
yield. 

From the fifteenth of April to the 
20th of May is the best season tor 
planting.
